REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest an evacuated glass panel comprising a degassing device 
fixed in the two grooves as recited in claim 9, or fixed in the groove and air discharge 
hole per claim 13 and fixed thereto with a low melting glass powder in combination with 
all the other limitations in claims 9 and/or 13. The examiner is relying on the applicant's 
arguments filed June 25, 2008.
